In accordance with REFTEL τ delivered to Senghor English 
text of President Kennedy‘s sreech this afternoon. 
Fortunately, Senghcr krews Engiich and upon quick reading, 
particularly of key partz, he realized full significance 

of speech. Ke indicated that he cculd appreciate reasons 
for President's action but wanted more time to study 
Situation. He also seemed pleased when I informed him that 
his Ambas3sacor in Washington would be kept informed of 
developments. 


I took occasicn te raise matter of stopover in Dakar cf 
Soviet plane en route to Havana (EMBTEL 375). He seemed 
unaware of details. (He has been heavily engaged in 
domestic political “crisis'' during last five or six days). 
I pointed cut Soviets could only fly to Havana via West 
Africa by making stop at either Dakar or Conakry and that 
Russians unable use Conakry because of Guinean lack appro-~ 
priate fuel. 1 emphasized that under circumstances further 
use of Dakar to facilitate Soviet flights to Cuba would be 
viewed with great ccncern by Washington. Senghor seemed 
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inclined take favorable action on matter and requesteu I 
send him letter summarizing situation and emphasizing fact 
that Guinean Government was not cooperating. Such letter 
being delivered this evening. 


In view Senghor’s warm personal feelings toward President 
Kennedy, perscnal wessage to Senghor could prove most 
helpful. in addition pointing out gravity of situaticn 

and need for free world support, such message might also 
make appropriate reference our concern over possible further 
use Of Dakar as key stopever for Soviet flights en route 


Cuba. 
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
